GOVEROS BULLOCK’S TENANT. 


The deceased was well known, both about 
this place and about Marietta. He was, 
some years ago, in the employ of the R- 
prow oom y, and livedin Augusta. Here

Bullock, who a fancy for tim, 
and put him in charge of his fatm, some ten 
miles from Sylvester resided 
here at the of’ He was be- 
tween fifty and sixty —— of age, and 
leaves a wife and two children. Among all 
who knew him the unfcrtupate man has 
borne a good character, with, 1 the 
exception of an inordinate love for liquor. 
He came to Marietta frequently on - 
ness, and occasionally to this city, and it 
was not unusual for Mm to return home 
about as full as he could get. Whether 
there existed any connection between him 
and our fugitive governor, beyond that of 
‘simple landlord and tenant, we are, of 
course, unable to say, but itis certain that 
Bullock was pleased with his management 
of his farm, and allowed him to stey there.

PROPERTY FOUND ON THE BODY. 


On the person of Sylvester were found 
a railroad ticketto Marietta, four dollars 
in money, an inventory of Operations on his 
farm and a letter, which, however, was not 
read. These articles were turned. over to 
the superintendent of the road, and by him 
to the treasurer, to be sent to Fytvester's 
fami'y. Only one witness was cxamined 
before the coroner, as none others could be 
found that knew anything about the occur- 
rence.

He swore that when he firstsaw the deceas- 
ed he was sitting upon the left hand track,

The train 
was then coming around a sharp curve, and 
it was impossible to stop before goipg over 
him. Theengine and tender passed over 
his body and by that time the train had halt- 
ed.
